The approaching general elections legin 
to occupy tho attention of the country, 
and already are aspirant legislators siying 
out the land. Of course a multitude of 
rumors gain currency as to who is going 
to stand and what constituency is to he 
favored by selection, but as yet absolutely 
nothing is known for certainty. Very 
little time can, however, elapse before can- 
didates must declare themselves, tusuining 
that the elections are to take place at the 
beginning of the new year as reported. 
For the Dunstan district a numb;r of gen- 
tlemen have been named as likely to woo 
the suffrages of the electors, butthere is a 
vagueness about the rumors whfeh renders 
them unreliable. It would be premature 
at present to mention the names of those 
indicated as likely to contest the seat, but 
there is not wanting cvideico that the 
constituency will have a good field to pick 
from. As the time is drawiig nigh when 
the great political problems *f the day will 
be solved by the issue of die ballot-box, 
those to whom these qnestbns have been 
remitted will act wisely tr give due con- 
sideration to the weighty rtmeerns they are 
called upon to decide. Upon the vote of 



the people will depend.whether the present 
system of things is to be perpetuated, or 
whether under a new regime they will 
enjoy powers of local self-government 
which they do not now possess. The ques- 
tion must he thought out by every man 
for himself. When the “tug of war” 
comes, no doubt all sorts of snares and 
man-traps will be set to catch the unwary 
elector who halts between two opinions, 
Already wo see indications of this in the 
divided issues which are sought to he 
brought into the conflict. To tho Aboli- 
tionist will be held .out the, at ono 
time, but no longer, popular cry' of 
“ Insular Separation,” or more plainly, 
financial severance of the two Islands, 
This Is a bait we think the Southern 
constituencies will not be gullible enough 
to swallow. It will simply be used as a 
herring drawn across the trail — a stifling 
of the great main question put before the 
electors, “ shall the Abolition Bill passed 
last session be rejected or ratified ?” Let 
the people fix this question in their minds 
and vote on it, and it alone, paying no 
heed to the side-winds by which interested 
political agitators will no doubt try to 
move them. If the coming opportunity 
of giving a decided opinion is allowed to 
slip, there will be no second chance ; the 
country will have to bow to the deity it 
has set up, whether for good or evil, and 
the effects of a misdirected plebiscitnm will 
tell inimieally on the Colony in future 
years. Space will not allow us on this oc- 
casion to do more than sound a note of 
warning to the electors against allowing 
themselves to be swerved from the main 
issue of the coming struggle as above 
quoted. No effort will be spared, no stone 
left unturned, to resuscitate Provincialism, 
which success will aggravate in its worst 
forms, and it therefore becomes the duty 
of up-country constituencies in Otago to 
throw their strength into the conflict to 
prevent a continuance of a system which 
has been weighed in the balance and found 
wanting.

temporarily clouded fiom the effects of drink. 

Yesterday being the anniversary of the 
Prince of Wales’ birthday, the various Banks 
and Government offices were closed, but other- 
wise there was no demonstration in honor of the 
event— all business places were open as usual 
aad there was no cessation of trade. 

Tho Rev. J. Dewe is announced to hold 
Divine Service in tho Bannockburn Schoolhouse 
to-morrow evening, commencing at S o’clock. 
We are requested to state that on Friday even- 
ing the rev, gentleman will conduct service at 
Quartz Reef Point, beginning at the same hour. 

Mr T. K. Weldon, chief of the Otago 
police force, arrived in Cromwell by Monday’s 
coach, and left yesterday. He inspected tho 
police quarters here, and, we understand, in- 
tends moving to have them fenced in — a work 
which it is surprising has not been done long 
since. 

Wo hear that the business of cordial 
manufacture, which has bceu carried on fur 
some years past by Mr Beck at Clyde, has been 
purchased by Mr Feraud, of Monte Christo farm. 
We believe Mr Beck purposes devoting his 
attentions entirely to the brewery business at 
Alexandra, in which bo holds a joint interest 
with Mr Theyers. 

Another old resident passed from among 
us on Wednesday last, namely, Mr Robert Scott, 
an old and widely-known resident of the Ban- 
nockburn district. Mr Scott died in the local 
Hospital from congestion nf the lungs. His 
remains were interred on Thursday, and many 
people paid the last tribute of respect to his 
memory. On Sunday evening, the Rev. B. 
Drake in the course of his sermon took occasion 
to refer to the unusual number of sudden deaths 
occurring in our midst, and spoke in feeling 
terms of the qualities of tho deceased man 
Scott, 

We learn that the Bannockburn Library 
Committee has accepted the tender of Mr James 
Taylor, of Cromwell, for the erection of an addi- 
tion to the schoolhouse there, the amount being 
£43. This addition is intended to contain tho 
Library books and. other property, and also to 
answer the purposes of a post-office. A letter- 
box will bo provided, and other arrangements 
made for facilitating postal business. By adver- 
tisement elsewhere it will be seen that a concert 
is to be given t.D augment tile funds for the liqui- 
dation of the debt incurred. We have no doubt 
the concert will receive the patronage it deserves 
when given for such a laudable purpose. 

Mr Stout, M.IL.R. for (lie Cavcrslinm 

District, addressed a largo meeting nf his con- 
stituents last Friday evening. In the course of 
a long speech, lie sketched out what he con- 
ceived should be the future form of Government 
for the Colony— namely, four new Provinces for 
both islands, a reformed Upper House consisting 
of members elected by the Provincial Councils, 
the General Assembly only meeting at long in- 
tervals, and the functions of the General and 
Provincial Legislatures to be clcarlydefined. The 
speech was very favorably received, and tlio 
meeting passed n resolution approving of Mr 
Stout’s past action, and requesting him to again 
come forward as a candidate to represent the 
district. 
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It is understood the general elections will ! 
take place about the first week in January. 

Mr William Goodall, an old Bendigo 
resident, expired this morning, after a lingering 
illness. 

The Star states that Mr Vincent Pyke 
will not contest the seat for Wakatipu, hut in- 
tends standing to represent this district. 

Tho tender of Mr Drummy, of this 
town, has boon accepted for contract No. 1071, 
pitching and metalling road from Clyde to Crom- 
well, the price being £ 577 2 s, 

As will be seen by telegram from our 
Arrow correspondent, the second crushing by the 
Phcenix tributers has turned out handsomely — 
100 tons stone producing 436 ozs of gold.

A destructive fire broke out in Legge’s 
flour mill, near Tokomairiro, on Thurday morn 
ing last.

inspection by Mr Weldon, been ordered imme- 
diate renovation. It is simply disgraceful to the 
system of eoveroment under which we live that 
the hovels known as police quarters in Arrow- 
town have been allowed to exist so long in their 
present condition. To our knowledge members 
of late resident Sergeant Hunt’s family were 
jrermanently injured in health through having to 
exist in the habitation set apart fur them. Mr 
Commissioner Weldon should make up-country 
visits more frequently. 

From advertisement in another column 
it will he seen that a Debating and Mutual Im- 
provement Society has been formed at Bannock- 
burn, and that the first meeting takes place on 
Friday evening, in the Schoolroom, at which 
office-bearers will bo appointed and the opening 
discussion ensue on the question, “Is it advis- 
able to have a Volunteer corps on the Bannock- 
burn ?” — a point about which we should imagine 
there can be little room for diversity of opinion. 
We understand the initiation of this elevating 
social movement is due to the local Lodge of Good 
Templars, who appointed a committee to enquire 
into and report upon the desirability of establish- 
ing such an institution, and the satisfactory re- 
sult is indicated in the advertisement.

CARRTCK RANGE. 

Tho Star of the East Company will re- 
sume crushing about the end of the week. 
The manager reports that he lias a fair quan- 
tity of stone in sight, which prospects very 
well, so that the next crushing should he a 
pretty good one. 

The You no Australian is still crushing, 
and intend to continue for a fortnight longer 
before cleaning up. Owing tu an occasional 
short stoppage in tho Carriek race, the water 
to tho mill 13 rather irregular, which prevents 
crushing proceeding as fast as it otherwise 
would ; but from tho appearance of the tables 
the stone is likely to turn out very well. If 
tho water holds out this summer, this claim 
should make a very perceptible difference in 
the returns from the Carriek. 

Messrs Wilson and Tttpkcr, who havo for 
a long time boeu prospecting on the top of 
the range, have at last found what they hope 
will prove a permanent reef. For some time 
they have been following thin leaders with 
very good gold in the stone, hut could not 
trace them far. They now by sinking have 
found what they believe to be tho reef. A 
few weeks will prove the matter. If it should 
happen to be, as they hope, the main reef, and 
the stone continue to prospect as it does at 
present, they seem to have got a good tiling. 

Tim Try Aciain Co. had a cleaning up from 
their last crashing on Thursday, which re- 
sulted in a return of 13C ozs. 13 dwts. from 
67 tons of stone. The stuff was taken from 
a shaft sixty feat below the level of the pre- 
sent tunnel, and the fortunate holders have, 
wo hear, hit on a splendid run of stone show- 
ing two feet in width at' that depth. They 
expect a continuation of a body of quartz 
which will yield a return oqual at all events 
to that crashed last week. 



THE MACETOWN REEFS. 

A valued and reliable correspondent for- 
wards us the following brief account of his 
opinion on the new reef recently opened at 
Macetown by Messrs Barclay and Raven. In 
connection with this mine we may state that 
our enterprising townsman, Mr Goodgur, 
visited it last week by invitation From the 
proprietors. He speaks well of tho reef it- 
self, but thinks it is too inaccessible to be 
worked profitably without a large preliminary 
outlay. We believe negotiations were en- 
tered upon with Mr Gootlger for placing ma- 
chinery on the clatnij but they fell through, 
the parties not being able to come to terms. 
Our correspondent says : — 

There can be no doubt that tho discovery 
made at the Twelve-Mile Creek is the most 
successful made in this district. From the 
magnitude of the reef, it is surprising that it 
was not discovered long before. Its locality 
however, accounts for this. It lies at tho 
head of a tributary of the Twelve-Mile, which 
is called the right-hand branch, verging on 
to tho Great Barrier that divides the Twulve- 
Milo from the Shotover, on an cast and west 
sidoland. The reef is visible cropping out on 
the surface, and has been traced for a dis- 
tance of 2000 feet, its width varying from two 
feet to four feet. On taking the grass and 
moss off the stone, the gold presents itself. 
The reef has been tested at intervals of 20ft. 
along the whole distance, and in no instance 
docs it fail. Gold is plentiful in the stone, 
which requires no picking. Tho prospectors 
cradle tliu casing to meet immediate require- 
ments. They have two tons bagged ready for 
packing to the mill to be tested. A crushing 
machine is all that is wanted to develop and 
prove lliis discovery. Owing to the nature 
of the country tile expense will be veryhoavy

Tho Macotown reefs avo now the principal 
objects of interest to our miners, wl/o are 
glad t<j sou by .M r Ooodgor’s visit to them 
last wcok, that tho attention of capitalists is 
beginning to bo attracted by tho genuine 
prospects which tho 12-Mile offers to quart/ 
■speculators. I am informed that Mr 
Gcodgur visited Barclay's roof, and expressed 
himself favorably as to its general appear- 
ance, also that he took with him samples of 
stone. Ho found tho reef to be of consider- 
able size, with fine gold running through it, 
and is said to have offered to purchase an 
interest, and advance a sufficient sum of 
money to erect machinery, at 121 per cent, 
to bo repaid from crushings. As several 
thousands would he required, this version of 
the matter, if correct, shows that this particu- 
lar reef at any rate is likely to be of import- 
ance to this district. . Although many claims 
have been taken up on the same line, only 
one of them, that of Harrow and party, ad- 
joining tho prospectors, is in process of de- 
velopment, and on this claim gold lias also 
been obtained. It may seem strange to 
parties at a distance that the excellent pros- 
pects which have been seen from time to time 
in these reefs has not resulted in causing tho 
enterprise of our miners to be directed to our 
reefs to a considerable extent. There was 
Hall’s reef, which yielded 5 ozs to the trial 
emshing, and in which nothing lias since 
been done, while the claims taken up on it 
have been allowed to lie dormant ; even this 
very -claim of Barclay’s was discovered last 
autumn, but no further notice was taken of 
it until recently, although gold could be 
plainly seen in it, as in the case of Hull’s 
reef. The explanation of this seeming ano-, 
maly is, that the reefs are situated above and 
close to the snow line, from which they are 
free for only a few months in tho year ; 
that timber can only be obtained at consider- 
able expense, while the limited number of 
miners in the district cannot afford to devote 
much time to purely prospecting operations. 
We may however feel assured that the pre- 
sent season will bo made the most of by 
many in trying to discover as many reefs as 
possible, and it is probable that tho list of 
known payable reefs will be greatly in- 
creased. 

In Arrowtown business is very limited, 
and there is almost a total cessation of credit, 
transactions being restricted to cash. 

The firm of Thomson and Jenkins which 
has been recently selling off, to close partner- 
ship accounts, has closed it doors altogether, 
and will shortly call for tenders fertile entire 
business. 

The flood-race of the Arrow United Com- 
pany will be ready in a day or two ; and the 
machinery of the Universal Company is on 
the ground and being rapidly erected. 

The Sons of Fortune Company is pushing 
its main tunnel forward at the rate of 12 feet 
per week, and its prospects are improving. 

The Crown Terrace Q.M. Company, con- 
tinue sinking the shaft in order to further 
test tho lode. 

The weather has been very variable, bursts 
of sunshine alternating with squalls of wind 
and rain, but the gardens and crops seem 
to have thrived under it, as 1 never saw them 
look so blooming aud promising at this time 
of year. 

The Templars here held their quarterly in- 
stallation of o dicers on Saturday evening, 
when Mr Thomas Bradbury was made Chief 
Templar, and a worthier or more energetic 
member never enjoyed that honor. Mr 
Andrew Reid, Vice Templar, and Mr Joseph 
Gower, Secretary. Considerable progress 
has been made by the Lodge during the 
quarter, not in increasing its numbers, but 
in arranging many important matters, such 
as purchase of land for building a hall, and 
internal arrangements for the working of the 
Lodge, while officers aud members have 
shown the ' utmost attention and interest in 
its affairs. 

A grand picnic and sports arc advertised 
for Tuesday the 9th iust. The ground is well 
chosen, and close to the Arrow, at Betel's 
farm, and if the day is fine, much social en- 
joyment is anticipated. The Octoroon will 
be performed in the evening, for the benefit 
of tho Dramatic Club. 

Tiie erection of the new gaol has been com- 
menced, but nothing lias yet boon done to 
the officers quarters, which is a crying shame, 
as they present a standing monument of dis- 
grace to our vaunted Provincial system, being 
quite uninhabitable and an offensive eyesore ; 
while all efforts on our part to attract the at- 
tention of Mr Weldon seem fruitless. The 
fact seems to be that the station is so distant 
that ho is card ess about it. 

The Phoenix claim, at Skippers, has been 
crushing some good stone last week, and the 
largest cake ever produced there is expected, 
the highest ever got in the brightest days 
before being 512nza. This one is expected 
to reach OOOozs out of 100 tons. Crushing is 
going oil steadily, and tho 15 heads will con- 
tinue at work until about (100 tons have been 
put through, which will complete the work of 
the season. Several other claims have been 
taken tip on this line of reef, and men will 
bo put on to try them very soon, as the ap- 
pearance of tho reef is very encouraging even 
on the surface, and miles away from the 
principal centre of operations. Southberg’s 
party are raising surface stone from a slip off 
thereof, which is giving 1 Liz per ton, while 
in their “ Otago” claim some fine stone is 
being grassed. Sir Thomas Fergus, District 
Engineer, lias recently visited this locality, 
and appears much impressed with its value 
and importance. 

But little progress seems to bo made with 



the prospecting at Arthur’s Point; tho recent 
fatal accident there scorns to have damped 
enterprise ; even tho river-claim, Morning 
Star, is not. at work. 

There is a little quiet out-of-the-way dig- 
gings at the head of the Kirtleburn, bo- 
tweon tho Cardrona and tho Kawarau, 
which has turned out a great . deal of 
gold, during tlio last few months. A 
number of Chinese and a few Europeans arc 
working there. Tho former have been lucky 
onnugli to get on a new gully which turned 
out well, and from tho number of specimens 
found, is supposed to contain a good reef at 
tbe head of it. During the summer, efforts 
will bo made to find this reef ; iti tlio mean- 
time, miners working there seem to be well 
satisfied with their earnings in tho alluvial. 
Splendid peat is obtained there, which adds 
much to their comfort in the rather severe 
climate which is 'of course inseparable from 
tho elevated situation of tlieso diggings.

November 5, 1875. 

When I turned out of my stretcher this 
morning, and began boiling the billy, I fell 
into a strange reverie, brought about by the 
memory that it was Guy Fawkes day, Tom 
went down to Dick Llowellan’s last night, 
and has only just returned, so that I spent 
my dreary morning in tiie hut, as it has been 
drizzling all day. In my dream I could see 
tho five conspirators, with stealthy step and 
determined - looking faces, communicating 
their trains of gunpowder from cask to cask, 
and deliberately calculating on the number 
of lives they would within a few hours hurl 
into eternity. And the intended victims 
were the flower and pick of Britain’s legis- 
lators. L'hommc propose, mais Diet i dispose, 
and Guy Fawkes’ designs were thwarted by 
a merciful interposition of Providence. I 
then began to reilect on the uncertainty of 
human greatness, — how unenviable the posi- 
tion of a great number of those who sit in 
high places — the responsibilitfes of wealth 
and power — the envy of those beneath them — 
the strong temptation to pride and vanity — 
the vortex of fashion, frivolity, and hypoc- 
risy that great men float, swim, or flounder 
in all the days .of tlieir lives, — until 1 felt 
grateful that, since the time I joined my 
schoolfellows in milking effigies of Guy 
Fawkes with straw and rags to burn him at 
night on tho village common, until now, 
when I can calmly stretch myself out on two 
gin cases with my head on a bag of oats be- 
fore my own domestic hearth, my lot has 
been among the obscure and lowly. What 
more, could I want than my snug house built 
by Tom and myself ? The sod walls are im- 
pervious to rain and wind. The red iron 
roof shelters us from the vertical rays of the 
blazing sun, although the occasional sensation 
of being bilked in an oven reminds one that 
no mortal man can enjoy unalloyed happi- 
ness. And tho trickling drops through a 
few nail-holes in a heavy shower 'help to re- 
mind one of the effect of too close a proximity 
to the Sydenham palace fountains. When I 
was a youngster, I was taught to believe that 
I should be thankful for whatever station of 
life I was called to ; and I am thankful. But 
the most sensible prayer in the Bible in my 
opinion is that of Solomon, in the 30th chap- 
ter of Proverbs, 8th and 9th verses. A man 
who obtains all he asks in those two verses 
attains the loftiest and safest position on 
earth possible. 

There is my mate Tom. His motto is : If 
ignorance is bliss, it is folly to bo wise. He 
enjoys rude health ; never had a pain in his 
liEo except a toothache. He has the appetite 
of a horse ; can devour a bottle of mixed 
pickles while I eat three potatoes. And as 
for impudence, it would carry him three 
times round the world without expenses.

The stranger, assuming the 
haughtiest demeanour compatible with his 
high office, said, “Fellow, do you know who 
I am?” “No,” says Tom. “Well,” said

NOTES OP A VISIT TO 
TASMANIA. 



Wo sailed by tho Derwent r.s. from 
Queen’s Wharf, Melbourne, on 10th Novem- 
ber at 4 pan.; and after a smooth passage 
across tho straits which divide Tasmania from 
tho continent of Australia, entered the es- 
tuary of tho Tamar river, at the mouth of 
which stands Georgetown, a prettily situated 
watering place. In steaming up the Tamar, 
tho evurehanging views opened up bj its 
numerous reaches, pleasantly while away tho 
four hours occupied in the ascent. The 
river narrows considerably towards Launces- 
ton, which wc reached at 5 p.m., having made 
tho passage from wharf to wharf in 25 hours. 
This town, which is the second in importance 
iti the Colony, stands nearly 40 miles from 
the month of tho Tamar, and at the head of 
its navigation ; it is built partly on a flat and 
on some low hills behind, and contains about 
10,000 inhabitants. It seems fairly well 
built in tho principal streets, which are how- 
ever narrow and inconvenient. 

Trade seems completely stagnated here, 
and the contrast is especially striking to 
those who wore in the midst of tiie bustle 
and activity of Melbourne, but a day pre- 
vious. The environs of the town, are tame 
and homely in appearance ; but the freshness 
of the landscape in the orchards and clear- 
ings contains a never failing charm for the 
tourist from Australia. 

One of tlio first things that attract the .at- 
tention oE an observer on landing, is the 
beautiful healthy complexion of the children 
and young people ; and not less noticeable 
perhaps, is the hale and hearty appearance 
of the very aged among tho colonists ; bear- 
ing strong evidence of tho salubrious nature 
of tho climate. Indeed the island of Tasma- 
nia is acknowledged to he the sanatorium of 
the Australian colonies ; and as such, is 
largely resorted to by tiie inhabitants of 
Sydney and Melbourne during tho summer 
months, it has also been called the' garden 
of Australia, and certainly may lay claim to 
the title, from tiie. profusion of fruits and 
flowers it produces. 

Leaving Launceston by Page’s coach, we 
commenced tho jonrncy to Hobartown, a dis- 
tance of 121 miles, over ono of the finest 
roads in tiie colonics, constructed entirely by 
convict labor. This road, which crosses the 
island from tide to tide, at tho narrowest 
point, reaches a summit elevation of 2000 
feet ; but by such easy gradients that tiie 
coaches can average nine miles per hour right 
through. The country is comparatively un- 
interesting till Perth is reached, where the 
road ci’osses the South Esk, a fine trout 
stream, much resembling its namesake in 
Scotland. Thence by Campbelltown, Ross, 
and Oatlands, it passes through elevated 
plains well grassed, but unsuitable for farm- 
ing, studded with snug homesteads, among 
others Mr Ivormode’s, a noted breeder of 
Merinos. 

At Oatlands the famous yellow sandstone 
of Tasmania crops out unmistakably ; for 
there are to be seen houses literally founded 
on the rook which had furnished tiie material 
for their construction. The greatest eleva- 
tion is reached at Springhill, whence the road 
descends rapidly through Melton Mowbray, 
Bagdad, and Jericho ; those districts are ex- 
tremely pretty, tho valleys abounding in 
orchards and green fields, enclosed by haw- 
thorn edges covered with blossom ; and the 
surrounding hills being covered with native 
bush, principally Eucalypti and Accacia. 

Tho farmhouses and hotels are built of 
sandstone, and have a substantial look which 
savours of tho old country, the. stylo of archi- 
tecture being the same which prevailed ii 
tho eighteenth century. The amount a 
land under cultivation is very limited con- 
sidering the age of the colony (72 years'; 
hut the Tasmanians arc proverbially an easy- 
going people, which accounts for it in soue 
measure. In Now Zealand, in loss than luff 
the time, they have done ten times as mum. 

Passing on to Bridgewater, the road crosics 
the upper estuary of the Derwent, upon an 
earthen mound of great length, having a 
drawbridge at one end. to admit of snail 
vessels passing. Towards Hobartown die 
scenery becomes very beautiful, as the rver 
expands and contracts alternately ; at one 
time resembling a lake, fringed with bish- 
clad lulls, relieved by pretty clearings ; and 
finally, opposite the town, expanding iito a 
noble harbour, capable of holding al’, the 
fleets in tiie world, with safe ancliorige in 
any weather. The city of Ilobavt, the apital 
of Tasmania, stands about 35 miles above 
the embouchure of tho Derwent ; md is 
pleasantly situated on some gentle .rising 
grounds between tho base of Mount Yelling- 
ton and the harbor. It is a well buit town 
of 25,000 inhabitants, but seems possessed of 
little trade in comparison with its deserts, 
considering its natural advantage. Tbe 
trade is said to have decreased vey much, 
after tho abandonment of the coil vie station. 
The wharves and docks seem morethan suf- 
ficient for the present trade, and speak of 
more prosperous times gone by ; itill there 
is good hope of a revival of buiiness from 
tho discovery of some valuable ninerals in 
tho interior. This fine port w;S once the 
rendezvous of a considerable wlaling fleet, 
but of late years the number o', vessels en- 
gaged in that enterprise has gpatly dimini- 
shed. One noticeable feature lere is the ab- 
ject poverty visible in the lowc parts of the 
town ; a tiling which scarcely exists in tho 
younger colonies. Labor apyeavs to be at 
a discount, and as a cmisequeice is compara- 
tively ill remunerated ; the, rate of wages 
ranging from one third to laif the amount 
obtainable, in the licigliborhg colonies, and 
the horns of labor being very much longer. 
Local industries are nlitvsfc nil, and tho 
spirit of enterprise seems 0 bo dead, if ever 



it existed. Tlio citizons are justly proud of 
their Government House, which is one of tho 
finest, and most chaste in design, to bo seen 
in tho colonics. It is charmingly situated, 
and commands a pleasant view of tho river, 
and in its immediate vicinity aro the Botanic 
Gardens. These are tiie prettiest we have 
yet seen (the Sydney people say theirs 
eclipse all others) and form a delightful re- 
treat ; they contain among other specialities 
a gorgeous collection of roses. The prospect 
presented at this point by tho gardens, laved 
by the noble ostuary of the Derwent, with a 
background of picturesquely wooded hills, is 
truly beautiful, and cannot fail to attract tho 
admirers of nature.

WARDEN’S COURT. 

e 

Friday, November 5, 1875. 

( Before IF L. Simpson, Esq., Warden.) 
Matthew Armour and another v. Chas. Binge 
and another. — Action for unlawful interference. 
After hearing evidence, the Warden ordered that 
defendants construct their race to the registered 
termination, in a manner such as to cause it to 
carry away their tailings, so as not to injure or 
be a nuisance to other parties ; the race to be 
constructed in terms of defendants’ application 
without delay. Both parties to pay their own 
costs. 

James Marshall v. Louis Jean.— Application 
to have defendant’s certificate for water race can- 
celled. Fined Is in lieu of forfeiture. 

Joseph L. Moore v. (Jarriek Range Water Sup- 
ply Company, (James Marshall, manager.)— 
Claim for £7, damages alleged to have been sus. 
tained through defendants diverting plaintiffs 
water in Smith s gully from his race, causing 
him loss in rent of water and expenses incurred. 
Defendants admitted a small amount of damage, 
zaused by a circumstance beyond their control— 
namely, the breaking away of their race. Judg- 
ment was given for plaintiff for £3 and costs. 

Same v. Same.— This was a claim for damages 
to the extent of £30, alleged to have been sus- 
tained by the acts of the defendants, in sending 
down into Smith’s gully a largo quantity of tail- 
ings, which, by tiie opening of tlieir taiiings-dam, 
had filled Moore’s race, causing the \va‘ er to 
overflow anl tho race to break away. All Ic'd 
nonsuit points were waived by defendants, ns tlio 
(Jompany wished the caso trieil on its merits. 
After a good deal of evidence for both sides had 
been heard, judgment was given for defendants 
(with 21s professional costs),— plaintiff having 
failed to bring any evidence as to the state of his 
race before defendants’ water flowed down the 
gnlly. 

[A point that was not raised by defendants, — 
although, in giving judgment, the Warden re- 
verted to it as a very nice point that would yet 
probably have to ho decided,— was, in actions 
for damages by tailings, which were the proper 
parties to sue, the company who brought in tho 
water and let it out at remuneration, or the 
slaim-huldors who hired the water and actually 
;ave rise to tho tailings sent down.]

GOLD- 



We have been favored by Mr Gilbert Suite 
handing us copy of a letter received byhirn 
from Mr S. T. Turner, for some years min- 
ing at the Nevis, and tviio at the time of 
writing— 16th ' August — was located on' the 
Normanby River diggings. The letter carries 
the same old tale of non-sucdess and disgust 
at the country,; apd differs littIe,from -the 
many epistles which have been published 
from the Queensland goldfields, We reprint 
portions of it, however, owjpg to the fact that 
the writer’s veracity may be relied uponj and 
his- courage not likely to. fail under ordinary 
adverse 'circumstances. Therefore his ac- 
count of the field is probably:not exaggerated 
on either side. He says f 

“I have been here now over three months. 
Tt is the poorest diggings that I was ever on. 
When 1 arrived, all hands were working the 
. old ground over again, waiting for dome place 
to be opened. The day that we left Cook- 
town, the Government' prospecting party 
started out, and there were seven other par- 
ties out as well. Nothing has been struck, 
however, so it is my belief, as well as that of 
others, that all the rich ground has been 
worked that is of any extent, because it is all 
shallow working, and the gold is easily got. 
No doubt there might be odd gullies found 
yot, but then only a few who happen to be 
there first will reap the benefit. People are 
leaving fast ; in fact, every one goes who has 
the means. The alluvial is done, but I be- 
lieve that there will be . some good reefing 
country opened yet, and if there is there 
■ will be plenty of time for the next two or 
’three years to come. By what I can hear, 
this has been anything but a good rush, for 
only one or two parries have made a thou- 
sand, and that is the best.. : The ground is 
so shallow, and as a rule the run so very 
narrow, that it takes you. only a few weeks 
to work your ground out ; and if you Bhould 
get a few pounds weight, you eat it all in 
looking for more. Provisions are very dear. 
This is the cheapest place on the diggings, 
and it costs thirty shillings a week for poor 
living.: I am mates with a man that has 
been thirteen years on the diggings in 
Queensland, and he says that it is the poorest 
diggings in Queensland. As soon a3 we can 
get enough to leave with we shall go south. 
Ha was here at the very first, and says he got 
some good gold, but lost it all again. He 
had seven horses speared by the blacks, be- 
sides losing everything else, for what they 
could not carry away they destroyed. The 
only satisfaction he got was to follow them 
and shoot a few of them. And then it is a 
very unhealthy country. A great number 
have died since I have been here. I have 
had the fever twice, but managed to pull 
through,' A great number that came in the 
same boat had to leave again' very quick. 
What it will be in the course of a few months 
' goodness only knows, but I am here and til! 
I get gold 1 must stop,' so it is no good being 
down on it ; I must only put a good face on 
it, and hope for the best. I hear a good deal 
of an evening round the camp-fire from Vic- 
toria and Sydney men, and by their account 
New Zealand is the best colony of the lot for 
a poor man. As for business that is over- 
done; for every packer is a storekeeper. 
Wherever there is a few tents there is a 
packer. He goes down, loads his horses, 
comes back, and then goes fossicking till all 
the tucker is eat. The butchers are doing 
- the best ; they are making fortunes fast, but 
then they must be moneyed men, for they 
have to go several hundred miles for thoir 
cattle, and to employ a number of wages 
men. To make a' start it would cost £2000 
or £3000. I have tried to give you a fair 
description of the country. If I could I 
' would speak well of it, but when nine-tenths 
of the men are only making tucker, I must 
speak the truth. Before long there won’t be 
even tucker, for the Chinese are swarming 
here in thousands. The only chance I can 
see here is for a man with a horao to go pros- 
pecting, running the chance of the. blacks ; 
he might come across a payable gully, and so 
get a few pounds weight.” , 



The Dunedin Evenfog Star has hit on a 
somewhat original idea, which it has decided to 
act upon.

Thank goodness such strait-laced sanctimonious- 
ness is now only to be found in remoto and 
isolated instances, and we had thought that in 
Otago it was entirely wiped out. Referring to 
the chess match between Lawrence and Dunedin, 
the Olutha paper remarks that Mr Beaumont 
(Episcopalian clergyman) is one of the players 
for the former place, and in tho course of the 
paragraph goes on to say:— “So far as the 
reverend gentleman is concerned it is thought 
by many of his parishioners that he would be 
more appropriately employed studying his ser- 
mons. , When we read of his master being em- 
ployed over night it is at a different kind of 
work than a game of chess.” Can such tilings he 
in the enlightened nineteenth century, and is it 
any wonder the Lawrence people should.be in- 
dignant ? ‘ ' ■ 

In George-street, Sydney, not a hundred 
yards from the corner of Bathurst street, there 
was, says an exchange, considerable excitement
